ON BIG 4 REICH 
TWAS REPORTED 


Division Laid to Britain’s 
Desire to Include Dis- 
cussion of World Ten- 
beg gare? 


. By JOHN M. BHIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP) 
~The United States and Britain 
were reported divided today 
over whether to agree to discuss 
general international tensions 
with Russian at a proposed Big 
Four meeting on Germany. 

Diplomatic officials. report 
that Britain. favors such an 
agreement and the United States 
does not. France was described 
as tending to support the United 
States view. 


The division has developed at 
the outset of three-power talks 
at Paris on a new note to Mos- 
cow regarding a Big Four ses- 
sion. The situation reflects the 
same basic difference between 
London and Washington . over 
how to_déal with the Commu- 
nist bloc which has character- 
ized their clashing policies. on 
Korea in the present United Na- 
tion Assembly session. — 


Division in U. N. Also. 

At the U.N.,, Britain has fa- 
vored a round table conference 
to foll6w up the Korean armi- 
stice and had stood for the in- 
clusion. of both Russia and In- 
dia. The United States, on the 
other hand, has been willing to 
accept Russia only as a member 
of the Communist group at the 
proposed negotiations and has 
objected. to including any neuw- 
tral nation such as India. 

In other words, the United 
States has wanted the Korean 
political. conference .to be a 
meeting of two sides concerned 
with Korean unification and not 
a session which might roam over 
a variety of Far Eastern issues. 

As for Germany, the. problem 
of what to say to the Russians 
will be one of the first to be 
studied by Secretary of State 
Dulles when he gets back to his 
desk Monday after .a 10-day va- 
cation. Dulles is returning to 
Washington tomorrow from a 
Lake Ontario island. He had 
considered at one. time stopping 
at the United Nations headquar- 
ters in New York for a few days 
but decided to get- back to his 
desk here without delay.

Differing Views Summed Up. 

An American informant sum- 
med up the respective attitudes 
this way: “The British think 
we're too rigid and we think 
they’re tou willing to put hope 
in talk for talking’s sake.” 

British informants described 
the United States point of view 
as more “rigid” and their own 
view as more “flexible.” 

The present exchange with 
Russia on Germany started last 
month when the United States, 
British and French foreign min- 
isters proposed. to Moscow a 
Big Four foreign ministers meet- 
ing.on arrangements for holding 
free elections and organizing a 
German government as essential 
steps toward unifying Germany 
and making a peace treaty with 
that country. 

The Seviets replied Aug. 5 
with a note which seemed to ac- 
cept the idea of a Big Four 


meeting but also put forward a |. 


eh ae for talking about inter- 
national. tensions generally. It 
argued that if tensions were to 
be successfully discussed, Com- 
munist China would have to be 
included. 

On Aug. 16, without waiting 
for an answer, Russia sent an- 
other note asking for a German 
peace conference within six 
months. It called for unification 
of East and West Germany by 
agreement between the East and 
West German governments, with 
participation of various political 
parties inside Germany. 

At Paris Thursday diplomats 
of the three Western govérn- 
ments met and exchanged papers 
on their basic positions regard- 
ing a reply to the Russians which 
is expected to cover both the 
Aug. 5 and Aug. 16 notes from 
Moscow.

“This would make Interagency 
more of a sewing circle than a 
technical working committee,” 
one member complained. 
However, since Labor’s addi- 
tion as the seventh federal com- 
mittee member resulted from a 
directive from the parent Fed- 
eral Interagency Committee in 
Washington, there is nothing the 
Missouri group could do about 
the situation, if it wanted to. 


Labor Agents at Meetings. 
After preliminary discussions 
at Washington last year, Labor 
sent representatives to meetings 
of the regional interagency com- 
mittees throughout the nation as 
observers. 

This year the Department 
asked permission to move from 
the role of observer to par- 
ticipant. It was included at the 
federal level, which auto- 
matically gave it representation 
on the regional interagency. 


groups. 

Federal officials at Washing- 

ton who made the decision did 
not request the opinions of their 
field representatives in the Mis- 
souri basin as to the advisability 
of the move, the Post-Dispatch 
was told. However, at least one 
interagency member here ,sent 
his opinion—an unfavorable one 
——to his superiors without wait- 
ing to be asked for it. 
At the June meeting of the 
Missouri Interagency Committee 
at St. Paul, Labor, which had 
sent observers to several pre- 
vious .sessions, sat as a voting 
member on the group for ‘the 
first time. Its representative is 
Arnie Solem, regional director 
at Kansas City of both the De- 
fense Manpower Administration 
and the Employment Security 
Agency. 

Indirect Role in Program. 

The main objection to Labor’s 
presence is that the depart- 
ment’s role in the river develop- 
ment program is an indirect one. 
“If Labor can sit on the com- 
mittee,” one member  com- 
plained, “why not the Federal 
Housing Administration? After 
all, the program is bound to re- 
sult in some more houses being 
built.” 

Labor could serve its purpose 
by attending meetings and of- 
fering its technical advice where 
appropriate, the member con- 
tinued, without becoming a full- 
fledged member and thus on 
par with thé Army Corps of En- 
gineers, the Bureau of Recla- 
mation and the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service—all of which have 
vast and expensive wundertak- 
ings in progress in the 10-state 
Missouri ‘valley region. 

Other members, however, saw 
}no particular reason why Labor 
should not be included in Inter- 
agency. Brig. Gen. W. E. Potter, 
Missouri division engineer for 
the Army, said he thought the 
question of formal membership 
would make little difference in 
committee operation. . 

Position of Labor. 

Labor’s own position was ex- 
plained last March to the com- 
mittee by Solem. He told his 
future colleagues Labor is in- 
terested ,in helping guide de- 
velopment of resources so that 
proper economic balance is 
maintained and manpower skills 
are fully utilized. 

He pointed out that the build- 
ing of a dam attracts new in- 
dustries and in some measure

his methods have been bad—have not the results on the whole been good? 
Is not his objective.a worthy one? If he had not uncovered so many Com- 
munists and so many who take refuge in the Fifth Amendment and refuse to 
answer questions, who would have done the necessary job?’’ 


No definite answers can be given‘ to 
these often’ repeated questions because 
different people have ‘ differefit opinions 
of what is. “good” end What is “bad.” 
In effect, they raise the more basic ques- 
tion whether the end justifies the means, 
a question debated for centuries by moral- 
ists and amoralists. 

Take for instance the latest “McCarthy 
case,” that of Edward Rothschild, a book- 
binder at the Government Printing Office 
until suspended from his job this week. 

James Phillips, a: bookbinding machine 
operator at the Printing Office, testified 
before the McCarthy committee that Roths- 
child was* one of 25 or 30° persons who 
once attended a meeting In a private home 
to organize a Communist cell .in the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office. . 

McCarthy released testimony given to 
his committee in secret session by Miss 
Cleta Guess, former Printing Office em- 
ploye, that she saw Rothsohild “on a few 
occasions” stuff inte his pocket pamphiets 
“pertaining to military stuff.” Another 
time, she testified, she saw Rothschild 
hol in his hands for a time, at the plant, 
a book which turned out to be a “secret 
code of ‘the United States . Merchant 
Marine,” | 

Later, at..a public hearing, Rothschild 
refused to answer McCarthy’s questions 
on the ground that to answer might in- 
criminate him, taking refuge in the Fifth 
Amendment. to the. Constitution. McCar- 
thy declared that Rothschild’s refusal to 
answer questions was “te 
that you have been stealing secrets, that 
you are a member of the Communist party 
and that you have been engaged in es- 
pionage.” 

Rothschild refused to comment on Mc- 
Carthy’s charges. He refused to. say 
whether he worked at the Printing Office. 
He refused to say whether he knew Phil- 
lips. . 

McCarthy has made sweeping statemen 
suggesting that H-bomb and A-bomb 
secrets had been stolen from the Printing 
Office. rd 

Friday, however, Deputy Public Printer 
Philip L.. Cole, at a press conference, de- 
fended Printing Office security and de- 
clared that he knew of. no secret docu- 
ments having been stolen. An Atomic En- 
ergy Commission spokesman said that in 
any event no restricted data was handled 
at the main Government Printing Office. 

If it is granted, as i must»be to a limited 
degree, that McCarthy and his methods 
have accomplished s6me “good,” there re- 
mains the problem of weighing that “good” 
against the “evil” many people think he 
has wrought in his political life. 

The most impartial judges, if any could 
be found, are not Tikely to agree on where 
the balance. point should be. His pro- 
ponents and opponents are at wide vari- 
ance, with each group influenced as much 

by emotion as by intellect. There is no 
middle ground on McCarthy. 

For the reader’s guidance, this writer, 
who has reported national politics for 
almost 30 years, believes the “‘bad” vast-

McCARTHY WRITES that Posniak, hav- 
ing been cleared by the State Department 
Loyalty Board in November 1948, resigned 
“after I exposed his record.”

The Department of Justice informed 
the Post-Dispatch that Posniak had not 
been indicted by the grand jury men- 
tioned by McCarthy. State Department 
records merely note that he resigned. 

Stephen Brunauer worked for the Navy 
in the secret high explosive section. His 
wife worked in the State Department. 
Brunauer had admitted that he was a 
former member of the Young Communist 
League. He had been under investigation 
before McCarthy made his charges. He 
resigned before the Navy's Loyalty Review 
Board had completed its case. Mrs. Brun- 
auer was suspended from her job, where 
she was handling secret material. No 
formal loyalty charges had been brought 
against her. 

Meigs and Lansberg, McCarthy writes, 
were allowed to resign from the State De- 
partment with clear records. McCarthy 
says Meigs then obtained a job with the 
military establishment and “was dis- 
charged from that job under the loyalty 
program.”

THE PRESIDENT desires that power 
too. In fact, most. chief executives since 
1861, when the plan first appeared in the 
Confederate Constitution, have argued for 
it in vain, Repeated proposals have been 
blocked for one reason or another. Prob- 
ably the real cause for rejection has been 
the jealously-guarded pork-barrel preroga- 
tives of Congress, although there are 
valid arguments pro and con. 

The term “pork,” is used to refer to 
appropriations which are chiefly valuable 
for the political welfare of the congress- 
man in whose district the funds are spent. 
It is customary for many congressmen to 
support each other’s pet projects of this 
sort—a rich source of appropriations not 
always necessary in the national interest. 


By a process of log-rolling, or con- 
gressional vote-trading, “pork” finds its 
way into many bills, and in addition 
there are times when Congress does not 
see eye te eye with the Executive. 

Here are two recent examples of appro- 
priations which, while not “pork,” might 
have been rejected or reduced had. the 
President been authorized to employ the 
selective veto: 

President Truman budgeted $250,000,000 
for agricultural conservation payments. 
Eisenhower reduced this request to $140,- 
000,000, a 44 per cent cut. The House 
Agriculture Committee raised the appro- 
priation to $195,000,000, and that is the 
way it went through Congress. The final 
amount was $55,000,000 more than Eisen- 
hower wanted, . 

Truman budgeted $135,000,000 for Rural 
Electrification, Eisenhower cut this 42 
per cent, asking for $95,000,000, Congress 
restored the full amount Truman sought. 

Both items were in the over-all Agricul- 
ture Department appropriation of $718,- 
395,398. Since the ACP and REA items 
were in excess of the President's requests, 
it is reasonable to suppose he might haye 
vetoed them with a demand that they be 
made to conform to his proposal. But he 
had to sign or veto the entire bill,

AMONG THE PRESIDENTS who have 
been notable champions of an item veto 
are Grant, Cleveland, Hayes, Arthur and 
Pranklin Roosevelt. The first proposal 
was made in Congress in 1876 and in the 
next 60 years 80 bills were introduced. 
Most of them were buried in the judiciary 
committees; a few were reported adverse- 
ly. In 1884 the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee reported a bill favorably. Only 
once, in 1883, did either chamber. vote 
on an item veto measure. The legislation 
came up in the Mouse in connection with 
a parliamentary maneuver and was de- 
feated by a small margin.

The explosion of the = first 
atomic bomb gave man the 
match to light the fusion fires. 
The early bombs reached a tem- 
perature of about 50,000,000 de- 


thant the bomb could be held to- 
gether. The higher the tem- 
peratures, Sse shorter the time 

for ignition. But even 
at- 200,000,000 degrees centi- 
grade, it would require about 
five microseconds to start the 
chain reaction. 


This was impossible to achieve 
in an atomic bomb. The pro 
lem.then became one of find- 
ing a mixture which could be 
ignited within the time and 
the temperatures created in an 
atomic bomb explosion. 

Two Approaches. 

This could be approached in 
two ways: first, by increasing 
the time the atomic bomb held 
together, which at the same 
time would increase its > ed 
and heat; and second by finding 
a combination that would ignite 
more readily and in less time. 


Success has been attained in 
both directions. Senator Lyn- 
don Johnson (Dem.), Texas, and 
other members of the Joint Con- 
gressional Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee, have stated that we have 
atomic bombs six times as pow- 
erful as the “nominal” bomb 
exploded at Nagasaki—equiva- 
lent to the energy release of 
120,000 tons of TNT as com- 
pared to 20,000 tons for the 
“nominal” bomb. 

In its book on the effects of 
atomic weapons, published in 
September 1950, the Atomic

be assumed that development 
reached this point and quite 
bably' has gone beyond it. 
his would mean that the large 
atomic bombs may reach a tem- 
perature of 150,000,000 to 200,-

Second Problem’s Solution. 


The second problem could be 
solved theoretically by using a 
mixture of deuterium and tri- 
tium (triple weight hydrogen). 
The energy release of deuterium 
is about equal to that of pluto- 
nium, while that of tritium is 
about two times as great. The 
mixture releases about three and 
one-half times as much energy 
as deuterium and ignites 25 
times faster. Calculations in- 
dicate that the tritium—deuteri- 
um mixture would ignite in 1.2 
microseconds at a temperature 
of 100,000,000 degrees centi- 
grade. 


Deuterium {is everywhere in 
the water and air in a propor- 
tion of about one part deuteri- 
um to 5000 parts of hydrogen. 
Separation of the two types of 
hydrogen from water is not dif- 
ficult, relatively, and in the past 
cost about $2000 a pound. The 
cost has probably been reduced 
greatly. 

Tritium, however, must be 
made from the light metal lith- 
fum in nuclear reactors in the 
same manner in which plutoni- 
um is made. The effort to make 


plutonium. This makes it in- 
credibly expensive and would 
make the H-bomb economic non-

It is possible, however, to use 
very small amounts of the mix- 
ture, a fraction of a pound, as a 
booster to ignite the large 
amount of deuterium which com- 
poses the H-bomb.

Estimate by Ralph Lapp. 
Dr. Ralph E. Lapp in his re- 


cent book, “The New Force,” 
said that a one-megaton bomb 
would deal heavy devastation to} 
an area of 60 square miles and 
moderate damage to 110 square 
miles. Such a bomb, he wrote, 
would sear everything within 70 
squere miles and ‘skin burns 
would be produced in a circular 
area 13 miles in diameter. 


Since few cities have impor- 
tant areas greater than this, a 
one-megaton bomb would be 
adequate for any military pur- 
pose, In the Seviet Union 
there are probably no more 
than three cities which would 
warrant the use of a five-meg- 
aton bomb for complete de- 
struction, 


The H-bomb could be used, 
if it were rigged for the purpose, 
to deluge large areas with radio 


active particles. With a casing 


of cobalt, the one-ton H-bomb 
could be made to release 7.5 tons 
of radioactive cobalt, which 
would be equivalent to 2400 tons 


of radium. The radioactive par- 


ticles from such a bomb set off 
1000 miles off the coast of Cali- 
fornia, according to Prof. Har- 
rison Brown, could traverse the 
United States in four or five 
days killing most life as it tga- 
versed the continent. 

This ts the possibility Al- 
bert Einstein had in mind 
when he wrote: “Radioactive 
poisoning of the atmosphere, 
and hence annihilation of any 
life on earth, has been brought 
within the range of technical 
possibilities.” 


It has been estimated by Prof. 
Leo Szilard that it would be 
possible with rigged bombs to 
kill everybody on earth if 400 
tons of deuterium were used 
to provide the radioactivity. 


Peril in Madman’s Hands. 


In the hands of a madman, 
such as Hitler or an insane dic- 
tator in the Soviet Union, such 
a weapon would have attrac- 
tions if he saw his empire fall- 
ing.

Iranian troops re- 
occupied Azerbaijan in Decem- 
ber, 1946, to clear the way for 
parliamentary elections. These, 
held in January, 1947, resulted 
in victory for the Iranian gov- 
ernment.

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A basic policy decision and a 
number of secondary but none- 
theless major problems will face 
the Citizens’ Commission that 
has been named to study law 
enforcement in St. Louis county 
and make recommendations for 
its improvement. 

The basic decision is this: 
Should law enforcement at 
present continue to be han- 
dled by a purely county agen- 
cy~whether the sheriff's of- 
fice or a new kind of police 
department—or should efforts 
be made to amalgamate with 
the City of St. Louis to form 
one big “metropolitan” police 
department? 

In addition, the commission 
will face a number of major 
problems, some of them cov- 
ering an entire field. For ex- 
ample: 

How can .any expansion in 
county law enforcement be 
financed? 

How much will it cost? 

What legal problems are in- 
volved? 

How should a revised law 
enforcement agency be organ- 
ized and administered? 

If the commission decides to 
“go it alone,” what relations 
should a county police depart- 
ment. have with those in the 
county’s multitude of munici- 
pre and in the City of St. 

u 


The commission was appoint- 
ed July 22 by Supervisor Luman 
F. Matthews at the request of 
the County Council. Its appoint- 
ment followed the shooting of 
one of Sheriff Arthur C. Mos- 
ley’s deputies by a fellow-officer 
and subsequent complaints of 
lax law enforcement. Mosley 
now faces an ouster suit filed in 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 

Meeting Tomorrow Night. 

Some indication of the even- 
tual answer the commission may 
give to the basic policy choice 
between a “county only” and a 
joint “city-county” approach 
may come tomorrow night when 
the group meets for the second 
time. The meeting is to be held 
at the County urthouse in 
Clayton beginning at 8 p.m. 

As drafted by an advisory 
committee, an agenda that is to 
be presented tomorrow omits 
any reference to a “cify-county” 
type of police departemnt. If 
the agenda is approved as pro- 
posed, the commission would 
confine its study to methods of 
improving law enforcement 
strictly within the structure of 
county government. 

If the commission accepts this 
policy, it will have several ap- 
parent choices, said Victor D.

But 
it’s practically worthless so far 
as communication with the out- 
side world is concerned. 


How many mutual and grape- 
vine systems there are in the 
state is not known. No survey 
has been made because they are 
not regulated .by any state or 
government agency.

“t came here 30 years ago,” 
he said, “to work at this grain 
elevator. I bought property 
here and I been here ever since. 
They had no electricity when I 
came here and only eight or 10 
telephones. They had a one- 
room school two miles out of 
town. Well, after I bought prop® 
erty, I got interested in the 
community and I helped get 
electricity. We raised $900 by 
popular subscription, and I was 
the ring leader. But you know 
what, some people accused me 
of getting a rake-off on the $900. 

“Next thing 1 helped put 

through was a road from the 
highway. Then I started a move- 
ment to build a new school in 
town, Finally put that across, 
but they fooled around and lost 
the school and now the bus 
takes the kids into Jefferson 
City. 
“Then I bought the telephone 
company. That was about 15 
years ago. Gave a hundred dol- 
lars for it, not with the.idea of 
making money, but to try and 
build it up and help the commu- 
nity.”

ORTUNATELY the attitude 

toward the mentally retarded 

is changing, and changing 
dramatically. During this last 
year in St. Louis, for example, 
eight separate groups were work- 
ing toward the welfare of the 
retarded. The Social Planning 
Council conducted an extensive 
survey of the problem. 

Students in the field conduct- 
ed new and revealing researth 
projects. The State Legislature 
appointed a committee to study 
conditions in mental institutions 
and aroused public opinion 
brought about increased appro- 
priations for mental care. 

All this indicates not only a 
growing public interest but also 
a change in public sentiment. 
Much of this is due to increased 
public knowledge as to cause 
of mental deficiency, the knowl- 
edge that “it could happen to 
anyone.” 

For years there have been 
popular misconceptions about 
mental retardation. Most people 
linked all mental’ retardation 
with family weakness. Now it is 
known that heredity accounts 
for less than half the cases. Most 
are due to infection, birth in- 
jury, or some unidentified but 
non-inherited prenatal damage. 
Mentally retarded children are 
born to the poor and the rich, to 
the brilliant and dull, in good 
and bad neighborhoods, in city 
and country, to families known 
for being the “worst” and the 
“best.” 

Nor should mental retardation 
be confused with mental illness. 
The mentally retarded cannot 
have his normal mind restored. 
He might be compared to the 
person wifo never had any 
money while the mentally ill 
person is like one who had 
moneypbut lost it. The delinquent 
deficient person is still another 
category. 

“Of course, mentally retarded 
groups have members who be- 
come delinquent,” said one 
gue “just as normal groups

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP)—Private home builders and real 


estate operators predicted yesterday that the recent ending of 
* sent controls would “encourage” thousands of Americans to be- 


come their own landlords. 


They reported that “average” rental increases in major cities 
have not exceeded 15 per cent since rent controls died July 31, 
They also said complaints against increases have been “quite low.” 

But government officials said the real effect of decontrol 


would not be known until at 
least another month. They said 
it would take that much of a 
“lag” for the rental market to 
readjust to the new condition. 


All controls were dropped by 
congressional action except in 
about 150 communities declared 

“critical defense housing areas.” 
In these areas there are less 
than 180,000 dwellings still un- 
der controls. 

There were 16,000,000 homes 
and apartments under rent con- 
trols in 1942—at the peak of 
the controls program. Last year 
this total had been cut to 5,000,- 


Plenty of Vacancies. 


Spokesmen for the Natio y’ 
Association of Real Estate 
Boards and the National Asso- 
ciation of Home. Builders said 
the present housing market, 
both rental and purchase, fa- 
vors the renter and the buyer. 
This “buyer’s market” should 
act as a “brake” against exces- 
sive increases in either rents or 
home prices. 

One spokesman said that if 
rents are increased too high, 
they will “push” many families 
into buying their own homes. 

An ..AREB spokesman said 
vacancies in low rental housing 
are numerous in many cities re- 
cently decontrolled. This nor- 
mally would slow down any rent 
increases, he said.

Chicago received 
1557 compalints out of the 650,- 
000 rentals dwellings, he said, 
and Seattle, Wash., complaints 
have been “practically non-ex- 
istent.”

ATCH HILL, RHODE ISLAND, is a village on

HE MAYOR OF LADDONIA, MISSOURI, official population 611, is a 
77-year-old woman who never before held or sought an elective 
office. She is Mrs. Alice Moss Ferris, who became the first woman 
mayor in the history of Audrain County when she was elected to a two- 
year term last April 7 without opposition. Laddonia is 18 miles northeast 
of Mexico. 

Mrs. Ferris was literally a last-minute candidate, and ran because 
none of the men seemed willing to make the heavy sacrifice in time that 
the mayoral job demands. The office of mayor in Laddonia, as in most 
small towns, is a civic service entailing little remuneration and a lot of 


‘work. The salary of Laddonia’s mayor is $30 a year. 


Mrs. Ferris, a grandmother and four years a widow, had been in 
retirement for several years when, on the final day for filing, she decided 
to become .a candidate. She was no novice in public affairs. A leading 
civic worker in Laddonia, she also had for nearly 30 years been active 
in state Democratic politics. She had held a n of appointive posts, 
and four times served as a Missouri delegate to national Democratic 
conventions. She is current president of the Audrain County Women’s 
Democratic Club. She ran for mayor, however, as a non-partisan. 

Mrs. Ferris keeps no fixed schedule. She can't. At almost any time 
of the day or night she may have a visitor or a phone call about a bad 
spot in a street or sidewalk, a stopped-up street drain, weeds on public 
property, possible violations of city ordinances. Besides time, the job 
takes tact. Mrs. Ferris, a resident of Laddonia since childhood, knows 
most townspeople by their first names, and most of them know her as 
Alice.

> But the real truth about medical practice in Russia 

. IS NOW Coming out 

For some time, researchers in a’ special division of 
Harvard University have been probing Russian reports 
and learning the answer to this question: If you were 
sick in Russia, what kind of tréatment would you get? 

They're finding plenty of facts—damning facts. 

At the same time, agencies of the U.S. government 
are studying the same problem. From these sources— 
many of them secret—come other reports on just how 
bad medical practice is in the Soviet. 


Here Are the Facts 


ND IT ADDS up to one thing: the claims Russians 
have been making about advanced medical care 
free-to-everyone are false. 

The amazing reports come from within Russia itself. 
These reports are most often made by Soviet citizens 
themselves who've felt the sting of Russian medical 
practice. Many of the statements have heen printed in 
the Russian press—a tip-off on how widespread the 
trouble is. 

Here are the facts: 

1. Diagnosis of sickness is often poor—and made 
by people who are not doctors, but have limited

2. Patient-care is often run on a horse-and-buggy 
basis. 

3. Many of the “wonder” drugs are not ayailable 
and those that are cost a lot.

From Minsk, a major Soviet city, comes this report: 
» “Several doctors have to work in one office. 1 had 
to have my blood pressure taken. Dr. Rubina refused 
to do it, saying that her apparatus is inaccurate and 
that there is no other available.” 

And from a large hospital: 

women are frequently not admitted in 
time. The medical personnel is so far behind the times 
that they know nothing of painless delivery for chil- 
dren.” 

From another hospital: 

“Not the slightest attention is paid to safety pre- 
cautions in the section dealing with cuts, bruises and 
broken bones. 

“Patients with broken bones were brought in a cast 
to the X-ray room, It occurred to no one that bone 
splinters could result from this. The hospital does not 
possess a portable X-ray machine.” 

The same report cites the lack of simple protective 
measures against infection and adds: 

“This seems to worry no one.” 

One woman, suffering from a serious nervous dis- 
order, was admitted to a hospital, allowed to lie around 
three days without an examination, and then two more 
days before she received any sort of treatment. 

In that interval, her condition, of course, became 
progressively worse. 

Perhaps even more surprising than poor patient 
care is the apparent dishonesty of the system. 

Public charges of “bribery,” “ignorance,” “gul- 
libility,” against doctors and hospital bigwigs are not 
uncommon in the Soviet Union. 

For instance: 


WE DISCOVERED THEM 


RUSSIA, which has laid daim to discovering practically 
everything (the ayto, the airplane, the radio are just a 
few), has not overlooked medicine. 

Here are some __ things they say ore Soviet medical 


EEG (the electr phat 

You'd think that with these important discoveries, Rus- 
sian doctors would command high wages. But being “non- 
producers,” their average wage (government-paid) is 
550 rubles a month (about $137). Nurses are paid about 
half that amount. Engineers get about twice the wage of 
doctors and the pay of a Red Army general is about 8 
times that of an engineer.

A fellow named Keriénko got a job as chief doctor 
at a hospital. But when the local health department 
checked up on him it seems he did not even have a 
diploma from a medical school. 

The report said: “Kerienko himself was a complete 
ignoramus on the-subject of medicine.” (“Fake” 
doctors—no training, just forged diplomas—have been 
discovered in several big Soviet communities.) 

“A little family of shady characters,” starts another 
report, “who covered up for each other and attempted 
not to wash dirty linen in public was in charge here. 

“The chief doctor surrounded herself with relatives 
and friends and gave shelter (here) to all her three 
sisters. 

» “A shifty character, who had recently served a 
prison sentence, enjoyed the particular trust of the 


. Chief doctor.” 


Kiev, another major Soviet city, seems to have its 
medical headaches. A local exposé found: 

“In one hospital alone, there are 15 doctors who 
have not had the required training.” The local health 
department winked at this set-up and a local newspaper 
snapped: 
>» “What an example of gullibility.” 

And in the Kiev Medical Institute, the charge was 
made that “favoritism,” lack of principle and 
“toadyism” were rampant. It appeared that relatives 
of Institute staff workers got first crack at taking 
graduate work. 


‘Engaged in Swindling’ 


AME-CALLING hit a high point in two reports: 
Two doctors, having lost “the qualities of 
honesty, had their agents (acting) as touts and 
engaged in swindling for the sake of profit.” 

And: The chief doctor in the town of Nikolaev 
was charged with ing himself with “stooges” 
—with the result that “not the slightest concern” was 
shown for the treatment of the sick. _
